of chembad that morning both contebs 
ſed chemalelues, and receiyed the:$acra- 
ragnt, accordiug tothe order ofthe Rox 
miſh Church. He that was to ſupply 
that excrcile for the preſcat, was Father 
Drury; a Teluite by profefion, and: by 
bisch a Gearleman , being extracted 
our of 'the houſe of the Norfolcian 
Drurtes, and {onne vato Doctor Prise. 
ric, late profeſſor of- che Ciuill- Law, 
and praCtiſcr thereof in the Court of 
the Arches here in London. He was 
by thoſc' of che Romilh xaligiod; rc- 

tedro be a man of great learning, as 

uing ſtudied many yecres beyond the 
Sca,with much approbatian and allow- 
ance of his Superiours.And alrhough he 
were oppolire in,point of faith and be- 
lecfe vato the Religion nowprafecſſed 
in England, yct was hetheld byzhegene- 
ralitic of our Nation, þothBroteftants 
and Papilts, who kaew him, and could.

By meancs of 
which affeCtion, Father Drwrie finding 
an indiſpolition in himſelfe, he would 
(if wich his reputation he.could) haue 
made a retra&tion'of hispromile, and 
a demutrreof the intended exerciſe. Bur 
being preſt on by divers of his friends, 
who og him that the Audience was 
cat, and their expectation far greater, 
6 «did chen againe refolue ro La for- 
ward withche cnrerprilc. 
"The place whetein this Co ion 
was allcmbled,was notrhe French Am- 
baſſadours Chappell , according asthe 
firlt report went currant, for that was 
reſcrucd for the vic of himſclfeand his 
familic, to celebrate their Euen-ſong af- 
ter theirownemanner and ww, bu 
it was a Chamher neere vnto the gate, 
ſome three ſtories high, being ſome three 
ſcore foor long, andtwentic foot broad,

The walls were not 
madeof Lome, compoled of Laths and 
Rafters, aud couered oucr with Clay and 
* Lime,as ſomeat firſt reported : but were 
of Bricke and ſtone , which areheld by 
all Archicects to be the ſtrongeſt and the 
ſureſt building, But howſocuer; a Gen» 
tlewoman of a noble houſe, and of a 

uicke and iudicious ſpirit, who was 
= preſent, and had taken a curious 
view of the preſling multitude of the 
people, which was at length their owne 
oppreſſion , and of the vaticneſſe and 
vncapacitic of. the, place beſides, rold 
him, That ſhcerhought it would proue 
an action full of danger.if he ſhould of+ 
ferro preach a that place reſpetiuely in 
reſpetof thepremiles. But hee being 
ledon by a.diuine and fatall necellitic, 
which blinds the iudgement of the wile 
men of this world, hcetold her that hee 
did meaneas then to preach, and to goe 
forward with thegreateſt expedition he 


could,

could, wich his intended S&ryon! Fot 
theaccomplithmenr of which deſigne, 
the Father Predicant being elad mthoſe 
robes and ornaments Which ate®vied 
by thoſe of his Order, being a Tcluite, 
hauinga Surplice girt about his middle 
witha linnen girdlc, a red Cap with 4 
white one ynderneath, turmct'vp about 
the brimmes of his Cap, and his other 
accoutriments belonging, which the 
Ignatian Orders hauc impoſed vpon 
them : and bcing placed in a Chaire a- 
bout the middeſt Jy the roome, which 
Chairc was raiſed vp ſomething higher 
then the ordinarie lcuell.of the floore : 
he croſling himſclfe with the ſigne 'of 
the Crofle, and hauing cnded fonrepri- 
uate prayers, accommodated hitnlelfe 
to his Text, betweene three and foure of 
the clocke in theafternoone of the fore- 
faid Sunday. The wotds of rhe Text 
were part of the Goſpell appointed for

further. danger!» So: was young Miſttis 
Webbe, daughter vato wy Lady Webbe,

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who' fell necre-ynto her mother; and 
Elenor $Sanders,, who was couered, with 
many others, whole lives were ſaued 
within che —_—_ theſe tudgally 
ruines. 

Fhere was alſo a Miniſter , whoſe 
name 1 cannot laarne , and therefore 
although hee ſuruiucs this misfortune, 
it muſt be buried as yet in ſilence, who 
being preſent at the Sermen, as being 
inuircd by ſome Romiſh Catholike ro 
that exerciſe ; who alſo gaue him the 
condu& vnto the place ; hee fell with 
therelt of the multitude aflembled there 
together ; and being coucred with the 
rubbiſh , boords, and- other timbers 
which tell vpon him from the higher 
roomes,and preſt with the weight of di- 
uers perſons beſides, whereof ſome 
were dead, and ſome were living :- bc- 
ing in this agonie, which his -peſent 
paine; and the feare ofideath ,j an his 
owne iudgement cucn hanging ouer 
his 
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his head,did impoſe(and tha: nor with - 
outiuſt cauſe) vpon him, Being,:l ſay, 
thus diſti&ded, and firing vnder thoſe 
heapes/and ruines for life,- the hope . 
whereof in reſpe& of thepremiſed i-- 
iments: had. almoft forſaken him, 
oncof the French Amballadors Gentle- 
men, hearing the noiſe and report of 
this grear and diſmall fall, fuddenly(as 
he could) opened adoore, which gauc 
entranceinto that chamber, vpon the 
floore whereof, the heapes and ruinex, 
together with the oppreticed multigude, 
as then lay. "Who. perceiving light by 
the doore then opened, the place be- 
fore being couered ouer with dark- 
netſe, hee ſtrove with all the ſtrength 
and agilitic hce could', which in him 
was not meane, he being a'man of a 
very ſtrong and able bodie, andatlaſt, 
afcerthe lofle of his cloakeana renting 
of his clothes, hee recoucred. himſclfe 


without anyfurther hurt, Which the 
E 3 Amballa- 
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Ambaiſadors Gentleman perceiuing, 
came and demanded: of him, wherher 
or no he were hurt, 'or: chat he Good in 
. want ordclire of any thing,thatmight 
doc him feruice, or procure him com- 
fort. But hee being almoſt cxaniina- 
ted andaſtonithr, could notat fuſt,ap- 
prehend thoſe courteous proffers which 
weretendred vanto him by.chisftranger, 
who preſently went and broughe him 
into a chamber; where atter:hee had 
ſat a while, and refreſhed himſelfe with 
wine, which was brought vneo him; 
and hauing thus recouered his firengeh 
and ſpirits, he returned to the forefaid 
place againe, and vicd his beft ende- 
uours for the relecuing of others from 
that calamitie, whereot but even now 
he was afellow-ſuffercr. His: man who 
attended on him, was recoucred 2. 
monegſt the reſt, hee being ſomething 
bruiſed and hurtin the arme. » 
Morcouer there was a young, girle 
about 
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aboutthe. age of ten yeeres, as is ſuppo. 
ſed, ( when ,this Miniſter, out of his 
charinable and commilerating diſpoſt- 
tion, wes labouring, for the ſafety, and 
preſcruation of them, whoſe neceſliies 
did thea require it) came crying vnto 
him, and ſaid, Omy mother, o my fi- 
er, which are downe ynder the tim- 
ber and rubbi(h, Bur he witht herto be 
patient for a time, and by Gods grace 
they. ſhould get torch: quickly, YVpon 
which [pecch the childereplicd prelcnt- 
ly, that howſocuer this accident would 
prouca'great{candailtorheir Religion, 
A (pecch which is worthy admiration 
in allmen, as this Relator did truly ad- 
mire it,that achildeof {o tender yeeres, 
whereinamongſt the moſt towardlieſt,; 
there is ſcarce abilitie to diſcerne be- 
tweene good and euill, ſhould next vn- 
to:that griefe, which the danger of her 
mother and fifter did inflict vpon her, 
lamens tor nothing more than for the 

| ſcandall 
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ſcaudall which their cauſe was like to. 
ſuffer by thedilaſter. | 

le was reported alſo that many more 
were drawne out aljue the'\next mor-' 
ning : bur 1 will not ſtand too much 
vpon the iuſtificazion of this report, left 
I ſhould ſceme to be roo credulous of 
thoſe things, which are contrary to che 
rules of reaſon and nature. 

The dayfollowing,which was Mun- 
day, andthe 'Eue'of Simon and Jude, 
there was great care had for viewing the 
place, and for buriailof thedead. For 
this 'cauſe the Recorder and Sheriffes 
about one of the clocks in'the afrer- 
noone, met at the French Ambatdadors 
houſe, having firſt ſhut vp Ludgare, to 
prevent the throng'and reſort of rhe 
people,which was exceeding greatand 
curbulene in thoſe places : And then 
hauihng doubled their guards vp6 every 
port and paſſage, and giten expreſle 
charge vnto the warders,vpon _ of 

| their 
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their diſpleaſure and puniſhment, that 
no man hould entcr 1 withour theirs 
or the Coroners warrant, they fell ac 
length to conſult about the bulineſle, 
ſes after matureconſideration, conclu- 
ded, that this dolefull. accident fell our, 
not by any indire&t praCtiſc or conſpira- 
cic (as was by ſome malicioully repor- 
ted) but that thoſe fourcicore and odde 
perfons fell by meancs of their owac 
weight , and the weakneſke of thoſe 
timbers which did ſupport the chamber. 
The Turic having thus brought in their 
verdict, they diſpoſed preſently for the 
buriall of the dead, ſome of whom were 
carried by their friends vnto Churches 
farre remore, thereto recciue their due 
obſcquics , others were buricd un the 
fame place, and thoſc were of the mca- 
neſt ranke , whereof ſome rwentie or 
thereabouts were laid in one Sepulchre, 
hauinga common graue, as they had a 


common death and duwaefall. The

coniccuresconcerning this cuent were 
diucrs. For ſome gauc out that it was 
theiuſt puniſhment and vengeance of 
God inflicted vponthem for their Ido- 
latrie. Morcouer , there were diucrs 
doubrfull ſpirits amongſt che Romance 
Catholikes , who thought that this was 
{ome -conſpiracie of the Proteſtants. 
But if the building had beene demoli- 
ſhed and oucrthrowne by their indireft 
and trechcrous meanes,it mult hauc big 
done cither by blowing it vp with Gun- 
powder, by ſapping away the carth 
from the foundation, by vad.rminiag 
it , or by cutting off or taking 'anay 
thoſe ſupporters and pitlars , 'ypon

All which 
were found to bee falſe ypon molt dili-

alfe. Bucthat which carricd apparant 
pearance of truth , and chat which the 
Proteſtants and Papilts did allow., wha 


were 
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were of themare'mnnlder,temperate,anid 
founderiudgementavas thus : i hat this 
datter hapued cot. by mcancs of any 
diuine miracle-or humane malice; but 
by che defect. and weakneſle of the 

tace, inco whichtucha multitude wete 
crowded and affembled rogether, the 
iidoement of God concurring theres 
withe}}, The Societic of the Ieluics did 
ſuffer thuch, in lofing theperſous of Fa. 
ther-:Drazie and . Father -Rediate. And 
ſons of both Reli igions, bur 
loectayrhe Prietts,who = meu of as ' 
are and vivilancic; but of afarre 

tt choderation, did raxcand blame 
them for thatchep brought their focke 
into aplace of no greater fafcric nor af- 
farance; andbetides, becauſe their con- 
ucnticle and meeting vas fo publibe, 
there being divers Proreſtants aſſem- 
bled at ir; forme of whom were reported 
to hauea ſhare inthis calamitie, and the 
times asyegnot —_—_ for ſuch

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blics, rhe Kings pardon being nor. yet 
publiſhed, which was granted , as they 
fay, vntoall the Rumanc Catholikes of 
theſe Kingdomes. But whatfocuerthou 
bee, Proceſtant or Papiſt, that doch (ce 
this mournefull obic& , iudge not leſt 
thou be iudged. Neither thinke thou, 
that thoſe cighteene men ypon whom 
the Tower of Siloam fell , or thoſe per- 
ſons whoſe bloud Pilate mingled wich 
their Sacrifice, were mere gricuous ſin- 
ners then all the reſt of the children of 
Ifracl, or that theſe who periſhed thus 
rogether , were more notorious offcne 
ders than all the reſt of their brethren 
_andreligion : for aſſure thy ſelfe, thar 
except thou repent , thou allo ſhalt pe- 
riſh. And this repentance of thine mult 
not be proper ſcandalanm mund; , for the 
{candall and offence of the world , for 
ſodid Saulrepent, when our of a foo- 
liſh and Statc-ſpoyling pittic hee had 
ſpared Agag the curled Tirant of Ama- 


lecke. 
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lecke; and bur of a faire yet foule 
pretence had ſpared the faireſt of the 
carrell for facritice; for being rebuked 
by the Prophet Samnelhee doth repent 
and deſicrs him to honour him in the 
tof the Elders and turne vnto him 
and he would turne vnto the Lord his 
God Neither mult ir be panam 
peceati, for their puniſhment, that is due 
vnto finne, for ſo did Achab repent, 
when he was reproued by Elias for 
killing of Naboth, and detaining of his 
Vineyard, hc rent his clothes and gir- 
ded himfelfe in fackloth as the Text 
hath ic : Bur afccr that che fright and 
etcrror of Gods moſt terrible lentence 
was worne out of his minde, and the 
cuſtome of ſinne began ro preuaile 
againe, hee ſold himſclfe ro commir 
ſuch abominarivons, the like whereof 
were neuer committed in 1/#ac/. But 
our repentance mult be,propter reatuns 
peccati, for the guilc of ſinne, as ſianc 
F 3 is 
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is a breach of the Law, .and=a. tranl- 
elhon of Gods Commandement. 
94.4 fic dolet commiſJa, rot non doleat 
committenda. Which repentance doth 
gricuc for ſu1nes committed, as thouyh 
ir meant to commit no more, and 
mournes for offences palt as rhough 
it did meane_to paſſc over no more. 
We mult take Epcnrance as 705 did in 
duſt and aſhes. Being duit wee mult 
take icin duſt, and being afthes we muſt 
take it:in aſhes. Our traokgreſlions in 
this kingdome and in this cic, hauc 
beene moſt grieuous, rherefore our 
contrition thould be eminenr and cx- 
emplar. Ourpride hath made vs wich 
Lucifer to, ſiuperbire & ſuperire, to 
looke oucr our ſclues not into our

ro Godwhen we are ſcarce meniNeither 
is this pride fimplex peccatum, a fingle 
& {imple {m, bur it draws after nt excefſe 
and riot. as it were with' a cart-rope : 
vnto 
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vio which-luzuric of ours ncither 
Perlian nor Roman were cuer cquall, 
Atcer which folluw formications and 
adulterics, which are fo frequent 1n 
this place, that in vaine may we ſpeake 
of the Bordellas of Rome, or the {tewes 
of Venice, ſince the ſuburbs of this 
ſinfull citic, are as bad as the Suburracs 
of Rome or Venice. Morcoucr our 
drunkenneſles fuch that although our 
cies looke red, and our hearts arc as fat 
as brawne wich drinking of wine, yet 
we riſe vp carcly to drinke ſtrong 
drinke : which when-ic hath inflamed 
our bloud and ſpirits, we arc rcady 
with Lot to fall into all pollution and 
vacleanneſſe, And laſt of all we arc 
{o vnchacicable, ſo ſtony hearted and 
cloſc tilted that we may fitly be com- 
pared vnto lumps of clay tempered 
with bloud, alchough we are ſtatues 
of flint without the bloud or life of 


charitic. For this cauſe repent O En-
